Seven cars, including the diner, were 
derailed, the first car to jump the track 
being the diner, which was’ turned 
completely over and then fell cross- 
wise on the ¢rack. In this car were the 
cook and porters. They were not se- 
riously injured, but sustained bad 
bruises and cuts. The last two cars re- 
Mained on the track. 

The engine and front car broke loose 
from the other cars, and ran on down 
the track for about 200 yards. Only the 
diner was turned over, although the 
Other cars left the track. 

The cause of the wreck had not been 
ascertained at an early hour this morn- 
ing. -The train left Atlanta about four 
hours late. 

A wrecking train was sent out of At- 
lanta at 11:45 o'clock with J. P. Billups, 
general passenger agent here, on board. 
A similar train was sent out from Mont- 
gomery, Ala., by Superintendent F. G. 
Bennett. é 

Wrecking Train Sent. 

Montgomery, Ala.,. December 17.— 
Superintendent F. G. Bennett took a 
wrecking train from this city as svon 
as notified of the wreck on the West 
Point and stated that a similar train 
was being sent out from Atlanta. 
Among the passengers on board were 
Frank H. Elmore, Jr., Fred Fiske and 
his sister, Miss Sarah Fiske, of Mont- 
gomery, none of whom were injured. 
The most serious injuries reported were 
caused by flying glass which inflicted 
cuts and bruises. 

Officials of the West Point railroad 
here tonight stated it would be impos- 
sible to determine the cause of the 
‘wreck until after the wreckage has 
been cleared and a thorough examina- 
tion made. The injured who need 
medical attention, it was said, will be 
carried back to Atlanta, 18 miles to the 
eastward.

Jacksonville, Fla., December 17.— 
Mrs. Oscar E. Hartley, of this city, and

A STEELE DIES 
AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


Prominent Atlantan Re- 
tired From Active Business 
About Two Years Ago on 
Account of Poor Health. 


A. B. Steele, 522 Peachtree street, re- 
tired capitalist and pioneer citizen of 
Atlanta, died Sunday night at 10:45 
o’clock, after a period of ill health ex- 
tending over some two years. 

With him at the time of his death 
were his two children, Mrs. Ray Pow- 
ers, of Panama City, Fla., and Ben W. 
Steele, of New York. 

Mr. Steele was a native of Kentucky, 
and came to Atlanta about thirty-five 
years ago, since when he had made this 
his home and had become one of the 
most influential men in ¢he business 
life of the south. He was a large 
property holder.in this city and in 
other parts of the south. 

Mr. Steele retired from active busi- 
ness about two years ago on account of 
failing health. At the «ime of his re- 
tirement he was president of the At- 
lanta and St. Andrew’s Bay railroad, 
which runs from Dothan, Ala., to Pana- 
ma City, Fla. He was also president 
of the Enterprise Lumber company, one 
of the largest sawmill concerns in Flor- 
ida, 

Mr. Steele was a member of St. Luke’s 
church. He was a charter memberoof 
the Capital City club and a mene 
the Piedmont Driving club. a 

Mr. Steele was married,.to Miss Wad- 
ley, a member of one of the most 
prominent families in Georgia, soon 
after he came to-Atlanta. Both he and 
Mrs. Steele were ihtimately connected 
with the Cotton States exposition. Mrs. 
Steele died November, 1911. . 

Mr. Steele was 61 years old. He is 
survived by two children, Mrs. Ray R. 
Powers, of Panama City, Fla., and Ben 
W. Steele, of New York, and by two 
brothers, Rea Steele, of Panama City, 
Fla., and Wade Steele, of Kosmosdale,

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ROADS AND UNIONS 
MAY GET SPANKING 


Adamson Aroused by Re- 
‘ported Combination to Re- 
peal 8-Hour Law — Con- 
gress Won’t Stand For It. 


Washington, December 17.—Reports 
that railroad and brotherhood heads in 
peace conference have planned to pro- 
pose the repeal of the Adamson act 
and the substitution of a working 
agreement of their own making for it 
today, aroused Representative Adam- 
son, author of the law, to declare that 
congress would “spank both sides to 
the controversy if necessary.” 

Mr. Adamson, the house representa- 
tive of President Wilson in railway 
legislation matters, is willing to co- 
operate in any plan employees and em- 
ployers may evolve for the interpreta- 
tion of his law as applied to working 
conditions, but will vigorously oppose 
repeal of it, as he thinks will the ma- 
jorities of both houses. 

“Congress will not agree to any re- 
peal of the Adamson law%”’ he said to- 
night. “The measure was passed in 
good faith, and it is a constitutional 
enactment regulating hours of labor 
and not wages. Let the roads and their 
men settle their wage disputes. 

“I hope that the negotiations between 
the railroads and their employees will 
result in an agreement which will not 
make further legislation necessary, but 
congress will see that the public gets 
a fair deal. If it becomes necessary 
to spank both sides, we'll spank them, 
though I hope that won't be necessary.” 

Adamson Is Optimistic. 

Representative Adamson looks with 
optimism upon the efforts of the rail- 
road and brotherhood heads to get to- 
gether, however. He says the result 
of the presidential election made the 
employers more eager for. peace than 
they were last fall, and that the grow- 
ing belief that the president stands for 
a compulsory arbitration law has put 
the brotherhood leaders in a concilia- 
tory frame of mind. 

Neither labor por congressional lead- 
ers here have official reports as to just 
what phases of the railway situation 
tie conferees have taken up. Belief is 
current, however, in congressional cir- 
cles that the foremost feature ofr the 
final agreement will be an interpreta- 
tion of the Adamson law so satisfac- 
tcry toe both sides that the suit to test 
the act’s constituticnaiity, now before 
the supreme court, mav be withdrawn. 
Repeal of the law, it is thought, hardly 
will be suggested. It is pointed out that 
many members of both hutises, having 
defended the law on the stump last 
fall, will not be anxious to defend the 
repeal of it im the next campaign. : 


A plan for the investigation of 
threatened strikes also is expected to 
result from the deliberations. Labor is 
determined that no compulsory arbitra- 
tion law shall go on the statute books, 
but realizihg that the president evi- 
dently is very serious in.jiz determina- 
tion to prevent strike €rises without 
investigation, they v exert every ef- 
fort to draft a compromise plan that 
will have his indorsement.

HALF BILLION FUND. 
AS LEVER FOR PEACE 


Senators Told Such Contri- 
bution by Americans to 
Non-Combatants of Europe 
Might Stop the War. 


Washington, December 17.—Freder- 
ick C. Walcott, of New York, who re- 
cently investigated conditions in Po- 
land and Belgium for the Rockefeller 
foundation, told a number of senators 


and representatives who met tonight at 
the home of Miss Mabel T. Boardman, 
of the Red Cross, that a fund of $500,- 
000,000 collected in this country and 
offered for relief of non-combatants in 
Europe would be a powerful peace in- 
fluence at this time. He said such an 
act would tend to’create great popular 
demonstrations for peace among civil- 
ian populations of warring nations be- 
cause they would be anxious for the 
assistance in rehabilitating their homes 
and restoring normal living conditions. 

With the forwarding yesterday of 
the notes of the central powers pro- 
posing peace negotiations the United 
States government performed its role 
of intermediary and took the only im- 
mediate step contemplated by Presi- 
dent Wilson. Now everyone in official 
and diplomatic quarters here is await- 
ing with profoundest interest Some 
word indicating what nature of replies 
may be expected from the entente 
powers. 

It is believed that the speech before 
the British parliament to be made 
Tuesday by Premier Lloyd-George will 
set forth England’s attitude. 


LIQUOR DEALERS FIGHT 
PROHIBITION IN FRANCE 


Paris, December 17.—(Via London.) 
The government’s intention to prohibit 
the consumption of alcdhol in France 
has aroused strong opfesition among 
the large wine and spirit dealers. The 
syndicate of wholesale merchants of 
Bordeaux is sending a deputatian to 
Paris to remonstrate with Premier 
Briand. A protest signed by a Paris 
syndicate of wine and spirit merchants 
declares that the proposed measure 
will have a serious effect upon agri- 
culture, as well as the wholesale and 
retail dealers. As in the case of ab- 
sinthe prohibited since 1915, demands 
are to be made for substantial indem- 
nities if the new measure goes into ef- 
fect.

TEUTONS PRESS 
RUMANIAN FORCES. 


The Teutonic armies under Field 
Marshal von Mackensen in eastern 
Wallachia have crossed the Buzeu and 
lower Calmatuiul rivers, and in addi- 
tion to taking 1,150 prisoners, captureil 
great quantities of railroad _ rollinz 
stock with innumerable velkicles of 
other kinds,. The-pSursuit of the Rus- 
sian and Rumanian troops in Dobrudja 
continues and the Teutonic forces now 
are close to the forest district in the 
north, where it is expected the Russo- 
Rumanian armies will offer a stiff re- 
Sistance. Petrograd admits the capture 
by the Germans and Bulgarian forces 
of the village of Testmele, in Dobrudja. 


HEAVY FIGHTING 
IN VOLHYNIA. 


Desperate encounters marked the 
fighting in Volhynia where the forces 
of Prince Leopold are declared by the 
Berlin war office to have stormed Rus- 
sian positions on a front of 600 yar2. 
north of the railroad between Kovel 
and Lutsk, capturing five officers, 3u0v 
men and several machine guns and 
mine throwers. A thrust by the Rus- 
sians near Illukst was repulsed. This 
result was accomplished only after 
three desperate attacks, according to 
Petrograd. 

Southwest of Valeputna, in the wood- 
ed Carpathians, the Russians after re- 
pelling an attack by large German 
forces at the point of the bayonet, cap- 
tured a heighe. 

More active artillery bombardments 
marked the fighting in the Austro- 
Italian theater. These and patrol en- 
gagements are the only events an- 
nounced from this sector. 


INVADERS CROSS 


BUZEU RIVER LINE 
ON EXTENDED FRONT 


Berlin, December 17.—(Via Wire- 
less.)\—Teutonic armies invading Ru- 
mania have crossed the Buzeu and low- 
er Calmatuiul rivers, in eastern Wal- 
lachia, on a broad front, according to 
the statement issued today by the Ger- 
man headquarters staff. 

The invaders took 1,150 prisoners and 
captured nineteen locomotives and 400 
railway cars, 

In Dobrudja pursuit of the retreating 
Russian and Rumanian troops has 
brought the forces of the central pow- 
ers to the forest district in the north- 
ern part of the province, where it is 
said they expect to meet with resist- 
ance. .

“Western Front: In the direction of 
Kovel, in the region of Dolchi Porsk, 
and Maly Porsk, after artillery prepa- 
ration, the enemy assumed the offen- 
sive about 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and was repelled by our fire.

ment except the passage of a few ap- 
propriation bills in the house and pos- 
Bibly the disposition of the Sheppard 
rohibition bill for the District of Co- 
umbia in the senate. 
_ Prohibition for the nation’s capital 
will be before the senate again tomor- 
row with amendments providing for a 
referendum and Senator Smoot’s substi- 
tute, which would not only bar manu- 
facture and sale of liquors for beverage 
purposes, but also prohibit importation 
of liquor for personal use. A vote. on 
the bill and amendmerts may be 
reached before adjournment tomorrow, 
but if not administration leaders ex- 
pect the issue to be disposed of before 
riday at the latést. Should the bill 
g0 over until after the holidays it 
probably could not be passed at this 
session of congress. 

Democratic Leader Kitchin will di- 
rect his efforts in the house this week 
to obtaining passage of the third ap- 


propriation measure before the Christ- 
mas recess. This wiil be in keeping 
with his promise to short recess advo- 
cates made before they would agree to 
the plan for a ten days’ holiday. 

Resuming consideration of the legis- 
lative appropriation bill tomorrow, the 
house probably will pass it not later 
than Tuesday. Discussion of the Nolan 
$3 a day minimum wage amendment 
for all federal employees will require 
several hours, it is predicted. Amend- 
ments seeking general raises for gov- 
ernment clerks also will be offered in 
large numbers. 

The judiciary committee's favorable 
report on the Webb nation-wide pro- 
hibition measure probably will be sub- 
mitted at the end of this week by 
Representative Carlin, of Virginia, a 
member of the committee who recently 
became converted to the dry cause.

New York, December 17—.The Bra- 
zilian bark Nethtis, with 12 men on 
board, was lost durmg the snowstorm 
Friday night off Barnegat, on the New 
Jersey coast, according to Captain Mo- 
roes, of the tug Garibaldi, which ar- 
rived here late today. The WNethtis 
was a tow of the Garibaldi on her way 


here from Maranham, Brazil, to be con- 
verted into a steam vessel. 

The bark was lost, according to Cap- 
tain Moroes, through the breaking un- 
der the strain of the wind and high 
Seas of the chain tackle to which the 
tow line was fastened. This occurred 
Shortly before 7 p. m. and for seven 
hours the tug searched through the 
blinding storm for some trace of her 
tow. 

The Garibaldi, with her tow, start- 
ed from Maranham October 13. Less 
than sixty of her 6,000-mile voyage re- 
mained to be covered when the bark 
was lost. On three previous occasions, 
the captain said, the tow line parted, 
but the tug always managed to pick 
up the bark again. 

The Nethtis is not registered in avail- 
able shipping records. Captain Moroes 
Said she was to have been fitted up 
in a New York shipyard. The twelve 
men on the barge were Brazilians.

Fearing the personal consequences of 
publicity, the writer of the letter in 
question requested that it be treated 
as confidential, and for that reason his 
name and the name of his town are 
‘withheld. The purport of the letter 
follows: 

“T am pleading with you, asking for 
some assistance in breaking up some 
stilling around this town, I have turned 
up all the stills I could, and the sheriff 
don’t help me, and if I will find them 
running will you send me a man and 
raid them? 

“Whisky gives me lots of trouble 
here.” 

“IT have received numerous ietters 
recently from town marshals, and other 
‘state officials, informing me of the il- 
‘licit distilling and sale of whisky in their 
towns and communities, with the re- 
quest that I treat their letters as con- 
| fidential,” said Mr. Yellowley, 
| “The government can never enforce 
ithe law against the whisky traffic until 
‘the state officials, including sheriffs, 
'eonstables and marshals of the several

: Berlin, December 17.—-(Via London.) 
Among the many new phenomenae in 
this war,” writes Lieutenant General 
Baron Freytag-Loringhoven, vice chief 
of the general staff, in a newspaper 
article, “the most Singular is the in- 
tellectual neurosis en masse among our 
enemies.

London, December 17.—Telegraphing 
from Copenhagen the correspondent of 
the Exchange Telegraph company 
quotes The Frankfurter Zeitung as 
saying: 

“Germany does not want a cessation 
of fighting but merely a conference at 
which all the belligerents shall openly, 
state their peace proposals. 

“A conference will be held at The 
Hague about January 15. While the 
conference is in session all the bellig- 
erents will be allowed to continue mil- 
itary operations.” 

GERMANY FAVORS 
PEACE GUARANTEES. 

Amsterdam, December 17.—‘ Via Lon- 
don.)—The Frankfurter Zeitung, in an 
article on the peace proposals, says: 

“Germany must try to prevent the 
entente from giving an-evasive answer. 
We expect a wide cleavage of views at 
the outset of the negotiations, but 
great apparent divergencies of opinions 
will have less significance when the 
Oral explanations are offered. The 
standpoints of both parties are already 
partly identical as regards the general 
fundamental aims of the war, and the 
German note must be understood as 
meaning that part of the German pro- 

osals referring to re-establishment of 
nternational conventions for the avoid- 
ance of international econflicta and 
guarantees international peace.” 

Referring to the possibility of alle- 
viating the burden of armaments, The 
Zeitung expresses the belief that an 
agreement to this effect is possible 
owing to the sufferings caused by 
war, and adds: 

“But Germany must not be asked to 
precede the others in reducing her 
forces. Moreover, Germany does not 
believe in abrogating general military 
service, although there are many ob- 
jections against such. It would be ab- 
rogated if there were a common organ- 
ization of nations in which Germany 
would have an important place.” 

open ny J the naval question, the 
paper explains that Germany’s fleet has 
been built only for defensive purposes, 
and continues: 

‘If German shipbuilding is to be re- 
stricted in the future other naval pow- 
ers, including the United States, must 
do likewise. Great Britain must recog- 
nize the sea as a free route for all 
nations and must renounce dominations 
and the British idea that Great Britain 
has the sole right of policing the seas. 
The reorganization of sea traffic might 
properly be under international organ- 
igation.” 

The Zeitung concludes: 

“If the peace offer is not accepted 
and Germany is forced to fight -until 
her victory is complete, then the peace 
will be of quite a different kind.” :

|SHIPPING ACCIDENTS 


ITALY'S MONEY DROPS 
IN FOREIGN MARKETS 


Lire Has Continued to F ee 
in Value Ever Since Italy | 
Entered War. : 


Rome, December 1.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—The big 
commercial and financial problem now 
disturbing Italy is the depreciation of 
her money in foreign markets. Not- 


withstanding the success of her armies 
and the confidence at home and abroad 
that her territory cannot be invaded, 
the lire (19.3 cents) has continued to 
drop in value since Italy entered the, 
war. 

At the beginning of the war an 
American dollar was worth five lire 
fifteen centimes. During the present 
year this dollar in Italy has had an 
average value of six lire to fifty centi- 
mes. This same general depreciation 
applies to every country in Europe. 

The lire, before the war quoted at 
par with the French franc, has lost) 
10 to 15 per cent of its purchasing 
power there. In other words, during. 
the present year it has taken an aver- | 
age of 112 lire to buy 100 French francs, ' 
the lowest average value of tée lire, 
on the Phris Bourse since 1871, when: 
the present Italian government had just | 
firmly established itself by the taking , 
of Rome. | 

In calling attention to these facts, | 
Italie, of Rome, points out that the) 
lire in Switzerland loses 28 per cent! 
of its value and is worth no more in| 
proportion than the German mark, |} 
whereas the Spanish dollar or five} 
pesetas piece, having less actual silver 
in it than the 5-lire or 6-franc piece, 
is now worth in Paris 6 francs. 

The Popolo Romano in a recent dis- 
cussion of the situation stated that 
the general reason for the depreciation 
of the lire was the excess of purchases 
made abroad over goods sold abroad, 
an excess which it estimates for the, 
year 1916 as’ $333,000,000. This excess 
is due to war supplies bought abroad, 
to the destruction of the tourist trade 
of peace times, and to the necessity 
of keeping at home articles of food 
or clothing formerly exported, 

In practice this excess means that if 
an Italian merchant imports a quantity 
of American shoes at $4 each, he must 
pay an exchange rate that makes each 
nt really cost him $5.20. The Popolo 

omano states that unless some solu- 
tion is found to the problem, the coun- 
try will after the war face disaster, 
and will not then be in any better 
position to increa'’se the exchange value 
of its money than now. It predicts 
that all the available moneys and bonds 
will be drained out of Italy by this 
species of war tax. It urges an arbi- 
trary fixing among the allies of an 
exchange standard until after the war. 
It states that the final solution of the 
problem lies in domestic economy, the 
limiting of imports and, immediately 
after the war, the increase of Italian 
industrial exports to the Orient. 
Temporary measures adopted recently 
by the government are tending to force 
economy in the consumption of all 
articles that must be purchased =éin 
foreign countries. It has placed an 
arbitrary price of 50 cents the two 
pounds on sugar, which is regarded 
as a luxury in Italy, has taken charge 
of all beet-sugar factories in Italy and 
of all sugar imported, and has so lim- 
ited the supply that even at this price 
sugar cannot be purcha'sed in more than 
two-pound lots. Each week a certain 
number of carloads of sugar is as- 
signed to each large city and when 
this supply is distributed, sugar cannot 
be had for any money. 

The government has also so limited 
the imports of coal that coal is now 
retailed at $60 the ton and the greater 
part of the population will be unable 
to use it at all this winter, While 
meats, particularly mutton, may be 
found on the market at 40 to 50 cents 
a pound, a recent decree has forbidden 
the sale on Thursdays and Fridays of 
each week. Another decree provides 
for the closing of stores at 9:30 at night 
and the dimming of street lamps at 


0:30. 

If the lire continues its depreciation 
fn value, other national economies may 
be forced upon the people of Italy 
this winter.

CONGRESS AWAKENING. 


The national congress is apparently be- 
ginning to get light upon the subject of 
the wishes of those states which have 
adopted rigid prohibition laws eliminating 
the advertising feature, and which desire 
a fair opportunity rigidly to enforce them. 

The house postoffice committee, in the 
second week of the session, has submitted 
a favorable report upon the Randall Dill 
which proposes to close the mails to the ad- 
vertising of any kind of intoxicating liquors, 
and to prohibit the solicitation of orders 
by liquor houses through the mails, whether 
in wet or dry states. 

Thus far, very good. The committee ac- 
tion is indicative of the fact that the con- 
gressional conscience is aroused. It is high 
time. The measure the postoffice commit- 
tee has approved is one about which there 
should be no need of argument. It should 
pass the house and go on to the senate just 
as easily and as promptly as it came from 
the committee room. 

Prohibition of the use of the mails for 
solicitation of liquor orders is a piece of leg- 
islation which stands on a very different ba- 
sis from any other measure relating to the 
liquor traffic which the national congress 
might consider. There may be thoroughly 
sincere and well-grounded differences of 
opinions as to some of these other meas- 
ures; but there can be no question as to tlie 
right of those states which have enacted 
these prohibition laws to demand that the 
federal government shall cease to interfere 
with them to the extent of making them 
practically a nullity. 

The whisky house just outside a dry 
state, where liquor advertising is prohib- 
ited, doesn’t want a better agent than the 
United States mail service. The mail sys- 
tem, coupled with interstate shipment, 
makes it complete, and business thrives in 
the very territory that is seeking to exclude 
it, but in vain, because of this federal aid. 

Deprived of the use of the mails and the 
right of interstate transportation, mail or- 
der liquor houses can no longer thrive by 
pouring their goods into dry states. They 
must then confine their business to the ter- 
ritory immediately around them, or close 
up shop. 

The demand for this law is not only rea- 
sonable, tair and just, but it is an outrage 
upon the states which have sought to en- 
force their laws that it was not enacted long 
ago. Where lotteries affected comparatively 
few and then only morally and as to their 
pocketbooks, the deluging of dry states with 
intoxicating liquors is debauching, morally, 
mentally and physically, men and women 
by the hundreds of thousands. 

This congress w'll be in session for two 
more months after the holidays. With the 
bill closing the mails to liquor houses favor- 
ably reported, there is nothing which can 
reasonably stand in the way of its passage. 

if this congress adjourns without pass- 
ing it, it is going to hear from some mil- 
lions of people whose laws and rights it 
continues to trample upon by its inaction.

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THB EXPECTORATION MENACE. 


Promoters of the Ad Men’s campaign for 


the sale of Red Cross Christmas seals re- 


ceived the other day from a correspondent, 
whose name is withheld, a communication 


in the course of which the writer—a “boost- 


er” of the enterprise in question—says: 


“If you have any influence with the 
city government, city council or police 
force, in the name of common decency 
and in behalf of the suffering humanity 
of the city, use that influence to have 
the ordinance regarding expectoration on 
the streets enforced. 


Comment should not be necessary; 


neither should be the suggested prodding of 


the administrators of the law. 


Spitting upon the sidewaik, taboo under 
the law in Atlanta, has reached such a stage ! 
that it. has got beyond the scope of a mere | 
nuisance, or an aggravation to the finer sen- 
sibilities, and can be looked upon no longer 
in any light other than that of a downright 


physical menace. 


Medical authorities are a unit in hold- 
promis- 


ing that with the elimination of 


and the perpetuation of the dread disease, 
which, in point of annual slaughter, puts to 
shame even the great war abroad. 

Expectorating in street cars and in pub- 
lic buildings has been happily minimized 
because the owners of cars and buildings 
have takén it upon themselves to see that 
the law, so far as they are directly and lo- 
cally interested, is obeyed. The law is ap- 
plicable with equal force to similar use of 
the sidewalks. 

Men and women should not need a law 
to prevent their indulging in this prac- 
tice; but apparently they do. And, the law 
in effect, the authorities should need no 
urging in its enforcement. 

Instincts of breeding, common decency, 
personal and civic pride should suffice to 
keep our sidewalks and our nostrils free 
from the effects of thig filthy habit, and our 
lungs free from its deadly by-product—tu- 
berculosis germs. But when the instinct is 
dormant, there is law and authority to 
quicken it. \ 

There is every good reason. why this law 
should not be permitted to become a dead 
letter.

At the ninth annual governors’ confer- 
ence in Washington, D. C. last week the 
executive budget system recently adopted 
by the state of Maryland—unique in that 
Maryland is the only state of the union to 
embrace this progressive check upon ex- 
penditure—was freely discussed and unqual- 
ifiedly and unreservedly approved. 

The provisions of the law, embracing the 
state’s new and splendid system of financial 
control, were outlined by Governor Harring: 
ton and fully explained to the assembled 
governors by Dr. Frank J. Goodnow, presi- 
dent of Johns Hopkins university, who was 
chairman of the committee which prepared 
the original draft of the scheme; and from 
the manner in which its efficacy was proven 
it is a safe presumption that many, if not 
all, of the governors’ party to the confer- 
ence will go home fully imbued with its 
merits and urge upon their respective legis- 
latures the speedy enactment of a similar 
law. 

Probably no state of the forty-eight is in 
greater need of the budget system than is 
Georgia. Faithful as may have been and 
may be our state officials, the fact remains 
that Georgia has lost many thousands of dol- 
lars simply through our haphazard, no-system 
system of estimating the state’s monetary 
needs and the disbursing of the funds with 
which to meet them. It is safe to say, con- 
sidering business uffairs in general, private 
and public, more money is lost annually the 
nation over through carelessness and lack 
of system than through theft. 

Under the budget system—-without which

essary demands of the year are to be. With 
that is made the same sort of a calculation of 
the income for the year. Then the one is 
made to conform with the other—the coat 
cut to fit the cloth, in other words. Last of 
all, the system .of day-by-day, month-by- 
month disbursements, and the check upon 
those authorizing and making them, is such 
that it is impossible, with honest adminis- 
tration, for the books to be askew at the end 
of the year. 

What is good for one corporation is good 
for another; and what folly it is to presume 
that a public corporation, such as a city, a 
county or a state, can thrive under a lax, 
hodge-podge, devil-may-care fiscal system, 
under the like of which not a private busi- 
ness firm in the world would undertake for 
a moment to endure! 

It is hoped, for the benefit of Georgia, 
that every man who is to have a hand in the 
government of the state, beginning with the 
forthcoming change in the administration, 
from Governor-elect Dorsey down through 
the membership of the next senate and 
house of representatives, will give this mat- 
ter his careful thought and study, to the end, 
there should be no room for doubt, that no 
time will be lost after the convening of the 
general assembly next June, in giving Geor- 
gia a budget system of financial control.

The Argesch River Region 
Of Rumania Picturesque 
Spot of Southeast Europe 


According to a war geography bulletin 
issued today by the National Geographic 
society there are few more picturesque spots 
in southeastern Europe than that region 
which lies adjacent to the Argesch river, and 
which has been feeling the heavy hand of 
war latterly. The bulletin says: 

“For beauty of landscape, picturesqueness 
of native costumes, attractiveness of the 


peasants’ cottages, there is no section of 
southeastern Europe more pleasing than the 


Argesch river valley. 

“The cottages are simple little one-storied 
affairs, with broad verandas covered by roofs 
projecting over them and supported by wood- 
en pilasters. The windows are small, but 
the Wallachian housewife attests her love 
of beauty and color by the window boxes 
of flowers and the blossoming creepers for 
which the whitewashed walls afford such a 
simple setting. 

“AS one wanders out of Bucharest In times 
of peace and turns his face toward the north- 
west and Kronstadt, there is first a dreary 
plain to be crossed, with that unending same- 
ness that one encountered on our own prai- 
rie land in generations gone by and that is 
met with when one sails close inshore along 
the coast of western Mexico. 

The Piedmont of Rumania. 

“But ere long the plain begins to become 
green, undulating, pastoral, that delightful 
piedmont type of country that lies always 
between the unbroken plain and the rising 
mountains. Villages and homesteads encom- 
passed with trees dot the surrounding hills, 
great cornfields are encountered, and every 
prospect pleases. 

“Down to the way stations troop women 
and girls in their native costumes. If it be 
summertime they have cherries and fruits 
to offer the traveler; if it be winter, hot 
drinks and tidbits. 

“As one travels on the reflection cannot 
be escaped that Rumania is a land of wells, 
for they are to be seen everywhere, most 
of them with a forked stick set up and sur- 
Kew force pumps 
are to be seen, for Rumania peasant-land 
gets along still with primitive equipment 
America used a hundred years ago, and above 
all. it is a land of ‘the old oaken bucket.’ 

The Village of Argesch. 

“In the heart of this region lies the vi]- 
lage of Argesch, once the proud capital of 
Wallachia, but now content, in normal times 
of peace, to be the queen city of a beautiful 
little valley. There are encountered the ruins 
of the ancient castle of Radu-Negru, the 
founder of Wallachia. In the thirteenth cen- 
tury he removed his castle from Kimpolung 
to Argesch. 

“The town is richly endowed with interest 
by the ecclesiastical role it played in the 
earlier centuries of Wallachian history. Here 
is a cathedral which is the pride of Rumania. 
It stands: at some distance from the town, 
bare upon the ground, without setting, but 
none the less grand and imposing. It was 
restored and rededicated to the worship_of 
the Most High in 1517, A. D., on which oe- 
casion the patriarch was assisted by five 
archbishops and nearly a thousand priests. 

“But the magnificence of the structure 
had entirely overtaxed the revenues of the 
Wallachian treasury available for ecclesiasti- 
cal purposes, and it was only by, the munifi- 
cence of Militza, daughter of the king of 
Serbia, and wife of the king of Wallachia, 
who gave her jewels to the cause that it 
could be completed. 

“War seems supremely out of place in 
sueh precincts of pastoral peace as the Ar- 
gesch valley, and whoever has traveled 
through that valley and has beheld its simp 
peasant folk, bright, sunny, industrious, will 
regret the desolation and the consternation 
that war brings to such a people.”

On Social and Economic Problems}! 


In a special sermon to the striking street 
car employees, a number of whom were pres- 
ent at his Sunday morning service, Dr. C. B. 
Wilmer, rector of St. Luke’s church, yester- 
day set forth the position of the church, in 
relation to modern social and economic prob- 
lems, as being that of the preserver of the 
principles of righteousness in the settlement 
of such problems. He further declared that 
the church is already coming to the point 
where it is rightly assuming this role and 
asserting itself in this attitude. It is only 
through the prevalence of the rule of right- 
eousness, each party to an economic ques- 
tion having due regard for the rights of the 
other, that hope for a genuine solution may 
be held out, he said. 

As to the position of strikers, Dr. Wilmer 
said that the test of the right of any organ- 
ization to life is whether or not it renders 
service to society. He pointed out that feud- 
alism and slavery have vanished through 
lack of this qualification. 

Then he asked: 

“Isn’t- it up to you men to show that col- 
lective bargaining can render better service 
to a community than contracting with your 
employers under another system?” 

Position of the Church. 

Dr. Wilmer entered rather extensively into 
the progress which the church has made in 
the direction of occupying the position which 
it, in his belief, should hold in relation to 
social and economic pfoblems. 

The part of religion in social, business and 
all phases of life, said Dr. Wilmer, is summed 
up in the words of President Wilson—‘“justice 
with a heart.” 

“I do not agree with folks,” he said, “who 
sing of the heavenly streets and care nothing 
about the streets of Atlanta, and who talk 
of heavenly mansions but do not care what 
ire of houses people have to live in in At- 
anta.”’ 

The church, Dr. Wilmer declared, he be- 
lieved should not become involved in every 
political or economic problem that comes 
along. but should stand for the general prin- 
ciple of righteousness which should govern 
all. 
“The new thing that has come into the set- 
tlement of these problems,” he continued, “is 
that the church is taking a stand for the 
rule of righteousness. Heretoforethe church 
has said that John Brown must treat his 
neighbor right, but not that the United States 
must treat Russia right, nor has it undertaken 
to settle any of the big social problems. But 
the church is trying now, without ‘butting in,’ 
if you please, to teach social righteousness, 
and in this light is taking a position in 
these problems.”’ 

Agree on These Principles. 
He then called attention to the agreement 


among thirty Christian denominations in this 


country to stand for sixteen categorical prin- 
ciples bearing uwpon social and economic prob- 
lems, among which principles are the follow- 
ing: 


“For the regulation of the conditions of 
toil for women as shall safeguard the physical 
and moral health of the community. 

“For the protection of the worker from 
dangerous machinery, occupational diseases 
and mortality. 

“For the right of all men to the oppor- 
tunity for self-maintenance; for safeguarding 
this right against encroachments of every 
kind and for the protection of the workers 
from the hardships of enforced unemploy- 
ment, 

“For the right of employees and employ- 
ers alike to organize for adequate means of 
conciliation and arbitration in industrial dis- 
putes. 

_ “For the release from employment one day 
in seven. 

“For the gradual and reasonable reduction 
in the hours of labor to the lowest prac- 
tical noint, and for that degree of leisure 
for all, which is a condition of the highest 
human life. 

“For a living wage as a minimum in every 
industry, and for the highest wage that each 
industry can afford. 

“For a new emphasis upon the application 
of Christian principles to the acquisition and 
use of property, and for the most equitable 
division of the product of industry that can 
be devised.” 


Setting for the position which the Epis- 
copal church has taken in such social and 
economic problems, Dr. Wilmer read two 
resolutions adopted by the general conven- 
tion of the church, in 1913. One of these 
resolutions placed the church on record as 
committed to the principle of one day of rest 
in seven in all industries. 


The other resolution, in part, follows: 


“Be it resolved, the house of bishops con- 
curring, That we, the members of the gener- 
al convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, do hereby affirm that the church 
stands for the ideal of social justice, and 
that it demands the achievement of a social 
order in which the social cause of poverty 
and the gross human waste of the present 
order shall be eliminated; and in which every 
worker shall have a just return for that 
which he produces, a free opportunity. for 
self-development, and a fair share in all the 
gains of progress. And since such a social 
order can only be achieved progressively by 
the effort of such men and women who in 
the spirit of Christ put the common welfare 
above private gain,ethe church calls upon 
every communicant, clerical and lay, seri- 
ously to take part in the complex conditions 
under which we are called upon to live, 
and so to act that the present prejudice and 
injustice may be supplanted by mutual un- 
derstanding, sympathy and just dealings, and 
the ideal of thoroughgoing democracy may 
be finally realized in our land.” . 


Congress Will Soon 


Close Mails 


To Liquor Ads, Predicts Edmonds 


Knactment of a law during the current 
session of congress closing the mails to liquor 
advertising matter and to the soliciting of 
orders for liquor by dealers or distillers in 
“dry” states, at any rate, is predicted by) 
Richard H. Edmonds, Baltimore, 
and editor of The Manufacturers’ Record, 
who, after visiting in Atlanta since last 
Thursday, will leave this morning for Bir- 
mingham, Ala, thence to go in a few days to 
Daytona, Fla., for the remainder of the win- 
ter. Mr. Edmonds is accompanied by his 
wife. 

Mr. Edmonds ts himself an ardent prohi- 
bitionist, and during the recent campaign 
he was prominent in the Maryland anti-sa- 
loon battle; and, while the fight was lost 
because of the great strength of the 
interests in Baltimore, he says it will be re- 
newed and he prophesies victory at the polls 
two years hence. Furthermore, he said last 
night that it is his firm conviction that the 
entire United States will vote for prohibition 
inside of five years—or, at the most, ten. 

National Prohibition Coming. 

“Tl firmly believe,’ said he; “that five 
years from now three-fourths of the states 
of the union will have come into the dry col- 
umn, that a prohibition constitutional amend- 
ment will have been voted by congress and 
that it will be ratified by the constitutional 
majority of three-fourths of the state legis- 
latures. I may be wrong in predicting it that 
svon, but at the outside the day of national 
prohibition, I believe, cannot be more than 
ten years distant. Public sentiment is com- 
ing to the side of prohibition at a really 
surprising rate, and because of that fact leg- 
islatures and congress will be mighty chary 
about voting prohibition measures down, lt 
has got so that there is hardly a man in pub- 
lic life or an aspirant for office who, re- 
gardless of his personal feelings and sympa- 
thies, dares publicly to announce himself as 
in sympathy with the liquor traffic. 

“Hence I believe that the laws proposed 
by your Senator Smith and Congressman 
Howard to stop the circulation of liquor ad- 
vertising matter and liquor’ solicitations 
through the mails, especially in dry territory, 
will be enacted by the present congress. Our 
lawmakers in Washington do not dare vote 
against such proposed legislation. 

“The government found it possible to 
close the mails to the Louisiana lottery, and 
it did it for the sole reason that men ‘and 
women were being destroyed by the lottery. 
But where the lottery destroyed one, the 
liquor business destroys ten men and women; 
and where the government had one reason 
for banning the lottery from the mails it 
has ten for closing the mails to the whisky 
men.”

But that does not 
take into account the value of the cotton 
seed, and therefore it minimizes the real 
Value of the entire cotton crop. 

Cotton Seed Worth £250,000,000. 

“The seed of this year’s crop is worth 
more than $250,000,000, which makes the to- 
tal value of the United States cotton erop 


serve, 


; $1,529,000,000—an important increase over the 


government's estimate, and a 
erally taken into consideratiaqn. 

“This is an increase of $500,000,000 over 
the value of the 1915 crop, and is about $200,- 
000,000 in excess of the. most valuable cot- 
ton crop ever before raised in the south, 
although the total yield this year is 5,000,000 
short of the biggest crop in the south’'s 
history. 

“The decrease in the cotton crop, in point 
of quality, is typical of the decrease in vield 
this year of all agricultural crops. 'vhe grain 
crop, tor instance, was more than 1,000,0060,- 
000 short of the 1915 crop; and, taking the 
shortage in the potatoes and fruit crops into 
consideration, the shortage in the 1916 pro- 
duction of foodstuffs as compared with the 
production of 1915 is alarming. 

“Of all grains the decrease in the 1916 
yield amounted to about 1,375,000,000 bushels 
from the yield of last vear. This is an av- 
erage decrease of about thirteen bushels per 
capita for every man, woman and child in 
the United States. And this general short- 
age of crops taken in connection with the 
demand from Europe has produced an in- 
crease in value of $1,700,000,000 of all of the 
crops of the United States, short as they are, 
over the value of them a year ago. Then, 
if we include live stock, the total value of 
this year’s food crops will be found to be 
considerably in excess of $12,000,000,000, or a 
gain of over $2,000,000,000 as compared with 
last vear’s values. 

“These figures are based upon the aver- 
age prices of farm products on the farm, and 
have no relation to the final cost to the 
consumers. Thus the farmers are this year 
getting over $12,000,000,000 for their prod- 
ucts, which should put the entire farming 
industry and the farming interests of the 
country upon a much higher plane of pros- 
perity than ever before in the nation's his- 
tory. 

“These high farm prices explain the high 
cost of foodstuffs. The tremendous shortage 
in production this year would have brought 
about excessively high prices even had there 
been no abnormal demand from Europe. It 
so happened that not only this, but every 
wheat-producing country suffered a crop 
shortage this year; and it is my opinion 
that unless the farmers of the entire country, 
of the south as well as of the west, very 
greatly increase their acreage of food crops 
next year, and unless the weather conditions 
shall be such as to give a big yield on a 
bigger acreage, we shall come nearer to food 
famine conditions than this country has 
known since the civil war; and present prices 
will seem low a vear hence should we have a

' short crop next year.”

“An opportunity is in the hands of Amer- 
ican believers to make beautiful the Ameri- 
can church. There are certain things we 
should do to augment the beauty of our re- 
iigious organizations. 

‘Tt is our duty to maintain the right kind 
of atmosphere in the church. It should be 
the atmosphere where men and women strong 
and true meet men and women who are true 
and strong, and where those who enter desire 
to be what they find there because of what 
the church people are. 

‘It should be an atmosphere where snob- 
bishness is forgotten, where coarseness shall 
never come because it does not belong to 
church people; a depth of feeling and appre- 
ciation where refined souls meet refined 
souls, where intellectual honesty meets in- 
tellectual honesty face to face; where kind- 
ness and friendship are extended to the low- 
liest, where there is no cringing before the 
mighty or fawning over the wealthy, but 
where sincerity and genuineness are shown 
alike to all. 

“We can further beautify the church by 
making clear its aims and purposes. The 
aims of the church are not well understood 
nor clearly set forth. Its chief aim is to 
answer the crying need of human society. 
Ethics and morals in industry, in politics 
and in business and in every other phase of 
life have to look still to that organization 
which can and does stir the consciences of 
men, 

“The sum of all our efforts in the church 
is that we may learn the difficult art of liv- 
ing. 

‘If we worship, the purpose is not that 
God may be pleased at our having given Him 
so much attention, but it is that we may re- 
flect how to live more Godly lives. 

“If we pray, it is to awaken new powers, 
and if we serve the needy and lift up the 
fallen, ‘it is to the purpose that those we 
serve may best learn how to live.”

NEW LESSON IN UNPREPAREDNESS. 
(From The Minneapolis Tribune.) 


Rumania affords the latest example of 
what a lack of military preparedness means. 
The little kingdom Kept out of the war for 
two years and then suddenly plunged into 
it on the side of the allies. That was three 
months ago. Today the Teuton armies are 
overrunning Rumanian territory 

Rumania started things with fine flout 
ish. Her forces invaded enemy territory with 
Such success and spirit that it appeared for 
a time that she might be an important fac- 
tor in hastening the end of the conflict. Then 
a change came over the situation and over 
the Rumanian dream. The armies were 
checked, a horde of Teuton soldiers swept 
down upon the land, and now Buticharest is 
in their possession. 

The bald fact is that, though Rumania 
had plenty of time to observe and ponder 
what already had taken place in Belgium, 
France, Serbia and Russia, she went to war 
inopportunely because she was not well 
enough equipped to meet an enemy so for- 
midable as the Teutons. Apparently she had 
not taken sufficient counsel with the entente 
powers as td what assistance she might ex- 
pect from them and how soan she might rea- 
sonably look for much aid. 

Somebody—Rumania or the allies, or both 
—blundered disastrously. Hither that or 
there was total miscalectvlation of the power 
of the Teuton to take up the cudgel! in that 
direction while holding his own well on the 
other fronts. Rumanian officers who have 
fallen into the clutches of the enemy com 
plain that their forces were not provided 
with enough machine guns or heavy artil- 
lery. That vital fact should have been rec- 
ognized and the need should have been sup- 
plied before the plunge was taken. Ruma- 
nia is an accessory before the fact in what 
may prove to be her own ‘destruction. 

At Rumania’s expense, and possibly at the 
cost of a war still further prolonged, the cen- 
tral powers have acquired additional terri- 
tory, some small arms and probably large 
supplies of the cereals, meats, petroleum, 
copper, sulphur and sugar.

ANGER OF GERMANY 


Belgian Primate Stoutly 
Protests Against Deporta- 
tion of His Countrymen. 
Charges Germans With 
Breaking Pledges. 


New York, December 17.—Cardinal 
Mercier’s protest against the deporta- 


tion of Belgians to Germany, only brief 


excerpts of which came in the cable 
dispatches, has been received here by 
the Associated Press in its full text, 
as follows: 

“Malines, November 7, 1916. 

“Every day the military authorities 
deport from Belgium into Germany 
thousands of inoffensive citizens to 
oblige them there to perform forced 
labor. 

“As early as October 13 we sent to 
the governor general a protest, a copy 
of which was handed to the repre- 
sentatives of the holy see of Spain, the 
United States and Holland, in Brussels, 
but the governor general replied to it 
that nothing could be done. 

“At the time of our protestation the 


orders of the occupying power threat- 
ened only the unemployed; today ev- 
ery able-bodied man is carried off, pell- 
mell, assembled in freight cars, and 
carried off to unknown parts, like a 
herd of slaves. The enemy proceeds by 
regions. Vague rumors had come to 
our ears that arrests had been made 
in Tournau, Ghent and Alost, but we 
were not aware of the conditions un- 
der which they had been made. Be- 
tween October 24 and November «- it 
occurred in the region of Mons, Quie- 
vrain, Saint Guisiain, Jemappes, in 
bunches of 809 to 1,200 men a day. The 
next and the following days it occur- 
red in the arrondissement of Nivelle. 
Specimen of Order. 

“Here is a specimen of the announce- 
ment concerning the proceedings: 

“‘By order of the kreischef every 
male person over 17 years old shall 

resent himself, Place Saint Paul, in 

ivelles, on November 8, 1916, at 8 
o’clock (Belgian time), 9 o’clock (cen- 
tral time), bringing with him his iden- 
tification card and eventually his card 
from the Moldeamt. 

““Only small hand baggage is per- 
mitted. 

“*"Those not presenting themselves 
will be forcibly deported into Ger- 
many and will, besides, be liable to a 
heavy fine and to long imprisonment. 

*“*"Kecclesiastics, physicians, lawyers 
and teachers are exempt from this or- 
dcr. 
““The mayors will be held responsi- 
ble for the proffer execution of this 
order, which must be brought imme- 
diately to the knowledge of the in- 
habitants.’ 

“Between the announcement and the 
deportation there is an interval of only 
24 hours. 

“Under preteat of public works to be 
performed on Belgian soil, the occupy- 
ing power had attempted to obtain from 
the communities the lists of working 
men out of work. Most of the com- 
munities proudly» refused. 

“Three decrees from the general gov- 
ernment prepared the way for the exe- 
cution which is in force today. 

“Inder date of August 15, 1915, a 
first decree imposes, under penalty of 
imprisonment and fine, forced work on 
the idle, but adds that the work is to 
be executed in Belgium, and that non- 
compliance will be adjudged by Belgian 
tribunals. 

“A second decree, dated May 2, 1916, 
reserves the right of the German au- 
thorities to supply work to the idle 
and threatens a fine of three years’ 
imprisonment and 20,000 marks imposa- 
ble on anybody executing or ordering 
to be executed work not approved of 
by the’ general government. 

“{'nder the same decree the right to 
judge infractions which had remained 
with the Belgian tribunals passes from 
the Belgian to the German tribunals.

"A third decree, dated May 13, 1916, 
‘authorizes the governors, the military 
commanders and the chiefs of arron- 
dissements to order that-+-the unem- 
ployed be conducted by force to the 
places where they must work.”

Kour hundred thousand workmen have 
been thrown out of work by no fault 
of their own, and largely on account 
of the regime of the occupation.

SOME TY COBB KERNELS 


By “Gravy.” 


Tyrus Raymond Cobb is thirty years 
+% ey as he was born December 
16, 2 : 


Most biographies of the illustrious 
Tyrus give his birthplace as the vil- 
lage of Royston, which is in Franklin 
county, northeastern Georgia. The 
neighboring county of Banks also 
claims him as a native of the village 
of Narrows. Let ’em fight it out. 


Cobb’s father, William Hersial Cobb, 
has been dead several —- He was 
a leading citizen of oyston, editor 
of the local paper, and at various ¢imes 
mayor, county commissioner, state 
senator and principal of schools. 


Tv was educated at the Royston 
common and high schools. The first 
regular ball club he played on was 
known as the Royston Rompers. He 
walked six miles in a broiling sun to 
play his first game for money, receiv- 
ing $1.25. 


(obb’s first professional job was 
with the South Atlantic league club in 
Augusta, Ga. That was in the spring 
of 1904, when he was a lank, ungainly 
kid of seventeen. He applied at the 
office of the Augusta magnate armed 
with a letter from a Royston minister, 
stating that Ty was a church member 
and a good, moral boy. 


Con Strouthers was Cobb’s first man- 
ager. He hired the youngster on sus- 
picion, and fired him in the second 
game for disobeying orders. Con or- 
dered Ty to sacrifice, but the pitcher 
tempted him with a good one, and Ty- 
rus banged out a home run. For that 
he was canned. 


Cobb returned to Augusta late that 
season, after playing for a time in An- 


niston, Ala. His new contract called 
for $90 a month. In 1915 Ty had a 
little ¢rouble with Andy Roth, the new 
Augusta pilot, and Andy tried to sell 
him to Charleston for $50. Charleston 
was willing to pay only $25 and the 
deal fell through. 


“Wild Bill” Donovan, now manager 
of the Yanks, was largely responsible 
for Ty’s landing with the Tigers. The 
Detroit club trained at Augusta, and 
it was understood that they were to 


Bill Armour, manager of the Tigers, 
wanted to take Clyde Engel, but Dono- 
van insisted so urgently that Cobb was 


for Tyrus. His batting average in the 
Sally circuit was .326 at the time he 
left Augusta for Detroit in August, 
1905. He led the league in both bat- 
ting and base-running. 


Cobb’s average for the remainder 
of the 1905 season, in which he played 
forty-one games for the Tigers, was 
.240. In 1906 he batted .320, and he 
has never fallen below that mark since. 
In 1911 he batted .420, and the follow- 
ing year .410. 


Cobb has a fine home in Augusta and 
is also the owner of a highly profitable 
Georgia plantation. He spent one win- 
ter in Detroit, but that was a-plenty. 


Cobb is a crack shot, and very fond 
of hunting, and owns a number of fine 
bird dogs. He also plays golf quite a 
bit in the winter. In literature he is 
fondest of biography, and lives of Na- 
poleon are his special hobby. He has 
a charming wife and two lovely chil- 
dren. His younger brother, Paul, has 
played several years in the minors, but 
has displayed little class. 


Cleveland’s Chances Depend on 
Morton’s Ability to Come Back 


Will Guy Morton, the star of the 
Cleveland pitching staff, be able to 
recover the forth that made him the 
sensation of the American league dur- 
ing the first few months of the cam- 
paign last summer?

But 
you do nothing of the kind. When 
the Danbury hatters were compelled 
to pay triple damages for violating the 
Sherman law, it was not because the 
supreme court thought labor was a 
ayprenene It was because hats are 
a commodity. The boycott of the Dan- 
bury hatters restrained trade in hats, 
not in labor. When Debs was sent to 
hey for violating an injunction against 
nterfering with interstate railroads by 
calling a strike, it was not because the 
labor of the men whom he called out 
was an article of commerce, but be- 
cause the things the railroad was car- 
rying and the railroad cars themselves 
were articles of commerce. Had the 
Clayton act been then in force it would 
not have changed ether decision.

| New Orleans, December 17.-— The 
widest price changes in recent years 
were registered in the local cotton mar- 
ket last week, with the most violent 
fluctuations on Monday, following the 
government’s estimate of the crop of 
11,511,000 bales, Trading months, at 


one time, were down for a net loss of 
132 to 161 points and the January po- 
sition stood aimost four cents a pound, 
or $20 a bale, under the highest levels 
of the season. From the highest to the 
lowest, Monday, ‘there was a fall of 


129 to 151 points. The market was un-.

closing at a net loss for the week of 
65 to 72 points.

London, December 16.—An officer of 
the British army has recently con- 
cluded a tour of the Russian front 
with a moving picture machine. He 
conducted a show called “Britain Pre- 
pared,” a film showing the British 
army in the making, and he displayed 
his pictures to scores of thousands of 
Russian troops, many of whom had 
never even seen a moving picture show 
before.
